3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art, Wong et al. (Nano Letters, 2001 , Vol. 1 , No. 1 1 , pp. 637-642)., necessarily 
results in precipitation upon the addition of the metal salt solution to the nanoparticle sol 
and therefore does not anticipate the instant claims. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would have no motivation to modify the process disclosed by Wong in a manner that 
would avoid precipitation.
